The School-Boy ]>nya of the Most Famoui 


Novelist ot the Century. 


Chailes Dickens was a very little 


and a very sickly boy, but he had al- 
ways tho belief that this circumstance 
had brought to him the inestimable 
advantage of having greatly inclined 
lam to leading. When money troubles 
came upon his parents, the poor little 
fellow was taken away from school 
and kept for some time at an occupation 
tho most distasteful to him, with every 
surrounding that could jar on sensitive 
and refined feelings. But the great 
haulship, and tho one which ho felt 
most acutely, was tho want of the 
companionship of boys of his own age. 
A few years later on, we read in "Mr. 
Forstor's Life" a school-fellow's de- 
scription of Charles Dickens: 


"A healthy-looking boy, small but 


well built, with a more than usual fknv 
of spirits, inclining to harmless fun, 
.seldom of never, I think, to mischief. 
Ho usually held his head more creel 
than l.uls ordinarily do, and there wa« 
general smartness about him." 


This is also a very good personal de- 


scription of the man. 
I have never 


heard him refer in any way to his own 
childish days, excepting in one in- 
stance when he would tell the story ot 
how, when ho lived at Chatham, he 
and hi> father often passed Gad's Hill 
in then1 walks, and what an admiration 
he hat for the brick house, with its 
beautiiul old cedar trees, and how it 
seemed to him to be larger and finci 
than any other house, and how hi« 
father would tell him that if he were 
to be very persevering, and were to 
work haul, he might perhaps some 
day come to live in it. 


I have heard him tell this story ovei 


and over again, when he had become 
tho possessor of the very place which 
had taken such a hold upon his child- 
ish affection. 
Beyond this I can not 


recall a single instance of any allusion 
being made by him to his own early 
childhood. 
He had a wonderful at- 


traction for children, and a quick per- 
ception of their character and dispo- 
sition; a most winning and easy way 
with them, full of fun, but also of a 
graver sympathy with their many 
small troubles and perplexities, which 
made them recognize a friend in him 
at once.—Golden Days.

WEATHER AKD CROPS. 


The Signal Office Weather Crop 


Bulletin for Last Week. 


Condition of the Growing Crops as 


Shown by the "Farmers' Review" 


Weekly Summary. 


WASHINGTOS, Aug. 22.—The signal of- 


fice weekly weather-crop bulletin says: 
During the week ending August 20 it has 
been slightly warmer than usual through- 
out the Southern States and the Ohio val- 
ley, and cooler than usual throughout the 
Lake region and the Upper Mississippi and 
Missouri valleys, the avenge daily tem- 
perature in the last district ranging from 
2 to 4 degrees below the normal. ID 
New England, the Middle Atlantic States 
and on the Pacific coast the temperature 
differed but slightly from the normal. 
The daily average temperature for the sea- 
son, from January 1 to August 20, has 
ranged 
from

2 degrees

leys, 
and

cooler than usual at 'stations on the At- 
lantic and Pacific coasts, and from Lake 
Superior westward to Montana. 
During 


the week the rainfall has been in excess 
generally throughout the corn and tobac- 
co regions, and the northeast portion of 
the cotton region and in Northern ! New 
England, while there has been less than 
the usual amount of rain in the lower Mis- 
sissippi valley, on the Middle and South 
Atlantic coaat, in Arkansas, in the south- 
ern portions of Missouri and Kansas, and 
from Lake Superior westward to Dakota. 


Well distributed rains have occurred 


throu ghout the drought region, nnd rain 
continues in this section. The lary;e defi- 
ciency in the rainfall for the season, rang- 
ing from five to fifteen inches in the Missis- 
sippi valley, has been slightly reduced in 
the Northern States and augmented in tho 
Southern States during tho past week, tbe 
only sections reporting an excess of rain- 
fall for the season being Northern Wow 
England, central portions of tho Middle 
Atlantic States, Southern Dakota, ami tlie 
northern Pacific coast. 


Tho weather for the week has been fa- 


vorablo throughout the corn belt, and the 
rrcent rains have greatly improved tho 
condition of that crop, but on ing U) tho 
lateness of tho rains in the principal corn 
producing States, tho yield will probably 
lie below the average. In the cotton ve- 
tdon from Alabama westward to Tetjis 
the \\cjillier I'or the past week has im- 
proved the ciop conditions and tbe cothui 
liai vest is progressing, but more rain woulil 
benefit tho crop in Iho central portion ol 
Arkansas. 
In North and South Carolina 


an excess ot! vai-ril'ivll for llio weok is re- 
jioited as unfavorable for the colloa crop. 
The weather has been generally favorable 
lor all crops in Kentucky, Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia ami in tho Middle Atlantic and Now 
England Stales. In Minnesota tlio uncut 
crops wore improved, anil harvosled crops 
damaged by tho rain.

New York Posts of tlus G. A. 


Who Befase to Indorse , 


the Bill. 


Tlicy are Tired of Dictation, and Do 


Sot Relish Being Called 


Paupers. 


The Attempt to Whip Old Veterans Into 


Line Brings Forth Refusals 


and Protests. 


NEW YOHK, Aug. 22.—There is a general 


revolt among the members o£ tho Grand 
Army of the Republic in this city in con- 
sequence of attempts that have been mfl.de 
to secure an indorsement of what has 
been called the pauper pension Mil, Gen- 
eral Lucieu Fail-child, tho commander-ln- 
chief of the order, who, it is claimed, has 
boon trying to boom himself for the Presi- 
dency by his advocacy of such a measure, 
has mot with a cutting rebuke 
from 


some of the most prominent Grand Army 
posts in New York City. When President 
Cleveland vetoed the Dependent Pension 
bill that was passed at the last session of

Will Settle Up. 


The T., P. & W. managers have sensi- 


aly determimed to shoulder the burden 
imposed on them by the late accident 
•ind will endeavor to settle with all who 
liavo claims for damages arising from in- 
juries or death. The following from the 
Danvillo Commercial shows just; what 
lias been done: 


Albert Emerson, Esq., of our city has 


been retained by tlio Toledo, Peoiia & 
Warsaw Hailroad company to compro- 
uiso or adjust tho claims of tho relatives 
or legal repieseutatives of the killed— 
ind also treat with the wounded— against 
the said railroad caused by the Chats- 
worth wreck, leaving for Peoria on the 
I., B. & W. laat night, where ho will en- 
tor upon his duties at once. The rail- 
road company is willing to pay over all 
money on hand and all they can raise — 
probably tho sum ot $300,000— to thoso 
entitled to damages, provided a compro- 
mise can bo effected and tho road released 
from further liability. If some such com- 
promise cannot be effected as mentioned 
above, tho road will be thrown into the 
hands of a receiver, and the result will be 
that the claimants will get little if any- 
thing at once, and will be kept out of the 
balance of tho damage money coming to 
them for months, and probably years, as 
the road at present is earning but little 
money. The estimated 
amount 
that 


could legally be claimed against the road 
is nboutaS-,000,000. Tho number of dead 
as given by the railroad company is 80 
and 120 wounded, making a total liable 
to recover damages, 300. Of course this 
sum would be better than nothing, and 
it is probable a compromise will be 
effected. Tho railroad company claims 
that only one body is missing, that of 
Mrs. Hicks, of Chillicothe, HI., which it 
is supposed has been taken away by 
some parties unknown. It is generally 
conceded by those who eeem to be post- 
ed, that the accident was the result of 
placing two engines in front of the train 
mashing in the bridge, and facts brought 
to light within the last few days go fat to 
confirm that opinion. 


The missing body has been found. It 


was placedin a vault at Peoria under 
another name. The exchange has been 
made and the mystery is cleared up.

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CAXTCfHT IN A WELL. 


Close Call for Jimmy Qoodbrake in 


a Gas Blow Near Macon. 


During the past week Thomas Lind- 


ley, a farmer who resides a half mile east 
of Macon, hae had a number of men 
engaged in boring for water on his farm. 
His old well which was 6 feet across and 
25 feet deep had gone dry. So Mr. L. 
borrowed a 12-inch augur from his neigh- 
bors, Thos. Davis, and put James E. Good- 
brake, Otto H. Leitz, John Miller and his 
son William Lindley at work. The gang 
worked steadily, Goodbrake going down 
to the bottom of the old well to direct 
the augur and clean it off at intervals. 
On Thursday when a depth of 90 feet 
had been, reached, Goodbrake desired 
somebody else to go down in the well as 
he feared there was danger ahead. Mr. 
L. insisted on the young man going down 
and it is said that some sharp words 
were 
exchanged. Finally 
Goodbrake 


made up his mind to take the risk and 
down he went into the well on Friday. 
There were no evidences of danger and 
everything was going along smoothly 
until 10 minutes past two o'clock, when 
there was a sudden roar and loud report 
that shook the earth for some distance. 
The augur had gone down 98 feet when 
it struck a gas deposit, the steady, pul- 
sating flow of gas with gravel and sand 
shooting up above tho top of the well 
fully 30 foot. Goodbruko had no time to 
escape from his close quarters. There 
he was down tho hole 25 foot with the 
awful roar all about him and the column 
of gas and gravel shooting past and above 
him at a terrific rate. A rope ss^h.a loop 
at the end hung within roach from the 
top. Ho had no time to tie it about his 
waist, and in the excitement could not 
put his foot in the loop. Ho called for 
lielp and the cool headed men at the top 
came to his rescue, though at consider 
able danger to themselves. Goodbrake 
caught hold of the rope with his hands 
ind as he swung about his body came in 
contact with the gas flow which dashed 
liim against the sides ot tho well and 
jruised him somewhat. After what seemed 
a very long time, Goodbrake reached the 
,op of the well in sefety and fell upon 
;ho ground exhausted. Tho roar ne>l 
alow of the gas continued for nearly 
naif an hour when it gradually subsided. 
The well filled up with 38 feot of water, 
Gtoodbrake's narrow escape from death 
aroused considerable interest in Macon 
and vicinity and scores of people visited 
,hewell during Saturday and Sunday, 
[n the past few years two men who wero 
digging wolls near Macoa had Good- 
brake's experience, but thoy wore dond 
jeforo they could bo pulled to the top.

It will thus be 
Been that by deep plowing the farmer 
provides against, drouth by having a 
supply of water in reserve, or a place 
ready to receive and hold it whenever 
it eomctt. Tlie butter to insure this, 
however, as weJl as to facilitate the 
escape of too much water, use a 
subsoil 
plow, 
and 
an additional 


team, running the same immediately 
after the breaking plow, and ripping 
up the subsoil the ilesirud depth. This 
need not be dune for evvry crop raised 
on thu land, but only once in every 
three or four years. 


It has been well said that it is bettor 


to have two acres of good land, one on 
top of the other, than as many acres 
alongside of each other, as it cost only 
half as much to tend them. Tho way 
to do this is by deep plowing, and thus 
double tlie depth of the soil, as well as 
the 
crops gtowu thereon.—CMcaao
